the War Without Doctoring.

London, G et 24, — Commander-in- 
chief and field m arshal, Lord Woleseley, 
has apparently been convicted of doctor­ 
ing official reports from the front and 
there is a ntrenous demand on all sides 
for a reversion to the earlier praet ice 
w hen the messages of G eneral Sir St* w- 
a rt W hite, the British comm ander in 
N atal, were given out textually as soon 
as received. 
The commander-in-chief* 
sum m ary read in the house of common* 
Tuesday spoke of G eneral W hite as hav­ 
ing fought in successful action, whereas 
G eneral W hite's own account puts an 
entirely different complexion on the sit­ 
uation and reduces the movem ent to its 
proper proportions and show-s th a t fur­ 
ther exciting intelligence may be expect­ 
ed from the same quarter a t any mom 
•n t 
It is quite evident tho w ar in Na 
tai has only commenced and the Boers 
are by no m eans discouraged at losing 
the first tw o battles and m any experts 
are satisfied th a t G eneral Joubert ii 
even now close to the heels of the Brit­ 
ish and a decisive battle may be fought 
any moment. 
The m ain fact th a t the B ritish wer* 
forced to evacuate the N atal triangle, 
w hich the Boers, naturally and rightly 
claim as conspicuous success, and which 
they may even emphasize by proclam a­ 
tion annexing northern N atal, is prov­ 
ing an unpalatable pill to the public 
whose a p a tite has been w hetted by 
previous successes, w hich have bees 
assum ed greater than they really were, 
as the determ ination and gallantry ol 
the Boers enabled them quickly to reor­ 
ganize and achieve the desired objects 
by other methods. 
L ater estim ates of Boer losses

ness, bravery and good aim can be 
judged from the fact th at out of 17 
or 18 officers, w ith half the battalion of 
Gordon highlanders, four were killed 
and 13 wounded, while the casualties 
am ong the rank and file w as 27 per cern 
during less than three hours fighting. 
Lieutenant Campbell of the Gordon 
highlanders has since died from his 
wounds. 
A dispatch from Cape Town says Gen. 
W hite engaged Hie Orange Free State 
Boers who are advancing on Ladysm itt 
about seven miles northw ard and it ii 
believed the advance has been repulsed. 
This is probably another version o: 
Tuesday’s fighting as already known. 
O ther dispatches from Cape Town say 
a dispatch from M afeking confirms th* 
statem ent th at 50 Boers were killed by 
the explosion of two truck cars of dyna 
m ite purposely sent out by Colone. 
Baden-Powell to draw the Boer’s fire.

N O T BLAMED. 


N o t H e ld to A n s w e r fo r 
S e p a r a tin g H ii 
F o rc e * in N a ta l. 


London Oct. 24.—The tidings that 
G eneral Ynle w as m arching towardi 
Sir George W hite’s field force and that 
there had been another successful ac 
tion w ith the Orange Free State troop* 
brought smiles back to English faces. 
There bad been deep anxiety since th* 
w ar office was suspected of holding 
back bad news, whereas it was eithei 
indiscreet to announce prem aturely th* 
m easure adopted for concentration ol 
the two forces, or else communication 
w ith Glencoe had tem porarily broket 
off. 
The junction of the two forces 
w ill enable them to take up a strong de 
tensive 
position at Ladysm ith aftei 
their decisive success in three battles 
G eneral W hite was not responsible foi 
the separation of the forces in the twc 
garrisons a t a distance too great to ad 
lait of cooperation aud support. 
There were strategetical reasons foi 
it, since Glencoe w ith a railw ay spui 
leading to Dundee was the natural out 
post for the defense of N atal, and th* 
garrison there blocked by any flank 
m ovem ent th at m ight have threatenec 
the com m unications of the m ain body 
w ith the coast. 
It would have beer 
good strategy if the B ritish field fores 
in N atal had been stronger by IO,(MN 
men, but w ith the superior strength o) 
the Boers, the continued occupation oi 
Glencoe was a source of weakness anc 
its abandonm ent was dictated by pru 
donee. 
Both forces can now act togeth 
•I and the Boers cannot repeat theii 
clever tactics of massing their com 
Elands for a series of attacks upon th* 
weaker of the two garrisons. 
M ilitary experts here unite in praising 
General Jo u b ert’a plan of operation! 
and in adm itting th at it w as more bril 
Rant and practical than the tactica 
scheme of defense of the British side by 
which a force inferior in strength wai 
divided between two exposed position! 


sud cut off from supporting each other 
If General Joubert’s three columns 
had been in closer touch w ith each 
other a«d had been brought up in rapid 
order, the garrison at Glencoe m ight 
have been overwhelmed in spite of its 
superior artillery fire and gallantry of 
its troops. All accounts agree, th at while 


th e Boer a itillery tiring is not always 
effective, tho m arksm anship of 
the 
burghers is fatally 
accurate. 
W ith 
their Mauser rifles thoy are as well 
arm ed as any European troops. 
M ilitary experts aro of one mind in 
approving the British tactics for uniting 
the two columna aud the unanim ity of 
this judgm ent ia so complete th a t tho 
marvel is that anybody should ever 
have thought of separating the gar 
risons in the presence of superior num ­ 
bers. 
General W hite 
also- receives 
credit for attacking the Boers north of 
the second battle field, in order to dis­ 
tract their attention and allow General 
Yule to m arch across the country and 
to join forces w ith him. 
W hile cantons observers were anx 
io u s to receive full confirmation of the 
junction of the two forces and refrained 
from w histling before out of the woods, 
the general feeling of tension and un­ 
easiness was greatly relieved in th* 
club rooms. 
General W hite’s third victory, when 
its full scope is known, will strengthen 
the beneficial effect produced by the 
previous battles upon the Dutch in Cape 
Colony, and th at is one of the strong­ 
est points in the game.

The 
officials of the treasury departm ent re 
gard the design just selected as the most 
beautiful that has yet been authorized 
in the production of paper money. 
The 
m ost conspicuous feature of the new 
note w ill be the departure from tha 
custom of printing the portrait of a dis­ 
tinguished statesm an on the face of the 
bill. 
In this case the head of an Indian 
w ith feather head dress, w ill appear in 
the center of the face of the bill. 
Since 
the head of an Indian w ill be used, it 
w ill hereafter be im practicable for un­ 
scrupulous persons to raise the $1 silver 
certificate to the $5 denomination. 
The 
back of the bill w ill consist alm ost en­ 
tirely of laid work in attractive leaf 
designs. 
The secret service officials be­ 
lieve the new bill w ill be exceptionally 
difficult to counterfeit
